MEETING WITH DISSIDENTS IN USSR AND EASTERN EUROPE, NOTING 
THAT HE WOULD LIKE TO LEARN SOMETHING OF VIEWS "OF THAT 
PART OF THE POLITICAL SPECTRUM" AS WELL. IN RESPONSE, 
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DEPARTMENT OFFICERS INFORMED SENATOR THAT EFFORTS TO 
MEET WITH DISSIDENTS WOULD MOST CERTAINLY HAVE ADVERSE 
EFFECT ON POSSIBILITY ARRANGING MEETINGS WITH LEADING 
HOST GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS. DEPARTMENT AGREED TO SEEK VIEWS 
OF OUR AMBASSADOR S CONCERNING SENATOR'S INTEREST IN 
CONTACTS WITH DISSIDENTS WHILE IN EASTERN EUROPE AND THE 
USSR. DEPARTMENT WOULD APPRECIATE POSTS' COMMENTS IN 
THIS REGARD. 

7. FOR BELGRADE: WE INFORMED SENATOR THAT POSSIBILITY 

OF MEETING WITH TITO SEEMED UNLIKELY, PARTICULARLY SINCE 
WE ASSUMED PRESIDENT WOULD BE VERY MUCH INVOLVED IN 
PREPARATIONS FOR HIS IMPENDING TRIP TO THE SOVIET UNION 
AND THE FAR EAST. WE SUGGESTED KARDELJ MIGHT BE A POSSIBLE 
ALTERNATIVE, ALTHOUGH THAT TOO WAS QUESTIONABLE. 

8. FOR BUDAPEST: SENATOR REQUESTED APPOINTMENT WITH 
KADAR OR, ALTERNATIVELY, PRESIDENT LOSONCZI. WE BELIEVE 
ANOTHER GOOD ALTERNATIVE WOULD BE SZEKER. DEPARTMENT 
WELL AWARE THAT CODEL PROBABLY WILL OVERLAP WITH CODEL 
BIDEN AND WITH HOUSE JUDICIARY CODEL. WE HAVE ATTEMPTED 
TO HAVE CODELS ALTER THEIR PLANS TO RELIEVE THE LOAD ON 
YOU, BUT WE ARE NOT OPTIMISTIC AT THIS POINT. 

9. FOR WARSAW: SENATOR HAS REQUESTED MEETING WITH 
GIEREK. ALTHOUGH WE DID NOT SUGGEST IT TO HIM, WE 
BELIEVE AN INFORMAL SESSION WITH PROFESSOR PIENIANDZEK 
AT SKIERNEWICE WOULD BE WORTHWHILE. HOWEVER, PLEASE 
BEAR IN MIND THAT SENATOR'S INTEREST IN AGRICULTURAL
